Severe Winds 
In the anticipation of the arrival of strong winds caused by “EMONG’, Tropical Cyclone Wind Signal (TCWS) #1 is now in 
effect over Batanes and some localities in Cagayan including Babuyan Islands. 


TRACK AND INTENSITY OUTLOOK 


Tropical Depression “EMONG” developed from the Low Pressure Area over the Philippine Sea at 8:00 AM today. 
“EMONG’ is likely to remain as a tropical depression throughout the forecast period. 

The tropical depression is forecast to continue moving northwestward until tomorrow morning. On the forecast track, 
the center of the tropical depression may traverse over Batanes-Babuyan Islands area between tomorrow evening 
and Tuesday morning. 





Considering these developments, the public and disaster risk reduction and management offices concerned are advised to 
take all necessary measures to protect life and property. Persons living in areas identified to be highly or very highly 
susceptible to these hazards are advised to follow evacuation and other instructions from local officials. For heavy rainfall 
warnings, thunderstorm/rainfall advisories, and other severe weather information specific to your area, please 
monitor products issued by your local PAGASA Regional Services Division.
